Territory's Tug Gets News of 


Approach of A. M Baxter 


First 


An exciting race between the two tugs, 


the Fearless and the Bleu, took pla/:e 
yesterday afternoon when the American 
schooner A, M. Baxter was reported, 
coming from Seattle. 


It seems that the approach of the Bax- 


ter was reported to the Bleu long before 
the Fearless was notified. 


Immediately 
upon 
hearing 
that the 
Baxter was coming the Bleu hurriei out 
of the harbor and waa well oh iicr way 
to the schooner before the Fearless even 
knew that a vessel had been noUu;d. As 
the Eleu got to the bell buoy, way out- 
side of the harbor, the Fearless got wind 
of what waa up and hastened afte.- 
the 


Eleu, attempting to overtake her before 
the schooner was reached. 


The Baxter was off Diamond Head 


about this time and the race waxed very 
warm. Notwithstanding the tact that the 
Eleu had such a great Stan of the Fear- 
less, the modern tug speedily gained on 
the old one. But, although the Fearless 
Rained rapidly, the start of the Eleu was 
too much for the Fearless and the Bleu 
got alongside of the schooner first and 
took a line from her and prepared to tow 
her Into the harbor. When the Eleu took 
the schooner's line the Fearless was al- 
most near enough to the vessel to have 
taken the Une herself. The Territorial 
tug, however, got the better of the tow- 
boat of the private concern and took the 
Baxter triumphantly 
Into the 
harbor 


while the Fearlww steamed back to port, 
her captain meditating upon'the possible 
reason of the Eleu bavin* received word 
of the coming of th* schooner before the 
Fe«rle«s had been notified.

Judge Robertson, editor of the Maul 


News, believes in negro labor for Hawaii. 
[what Judge Robertson says on this sub- 
ject has great weight, for he was born 
and grew up ID the South and knows the 
negro with that intimate knowledge only 
gained by a childhood and young man- 
hood among them. 


"I believe the negro win be a success) 


here," said tbe Judge last night. "He is 
the Japanese's superior at every point ex- 
cept the latter's ability to shirk. The ne- 
gro is ambitious, American, and desirous 
of education from the white man's stand- 
point. In the South he is often a man of 
superior mind and morals. We must get 
a good class here and must avoid the cit- 
ies. 


"The dude, the crap-shooting and 'bad* 


negro must be avoided. That sort conies 
from the cities and is not found In the 
country. I think the negroes Sought 
should be fully enlightened on the pros- 
pects here and should not be deceived la 
jany way. We want them to come to stay 
<and to be satisfied with their surround- 
ings. 


"Some of them may have an Idea that 
they will be able to buy little homes hero 
and to do farming In a small way. 
Ot 


course we know there is no land here for 
them and that they must expect to make 
tl.elr living and their future as laborers 
on the plantations, tn the fields and the 
mills. They must come to supplant the 
Jap and it is to take the place of the 
loafers of that race that the negro !• 
needed. 


"Tbat the negro Is fit for work here and 
that the climate will not weaken htm fs> 
perla,-.u. It Is never as hot here as In ttsi • 
cornfields of' Tennessee or fSflfftfotf.

The introduction of negro labor on« 


the Island offers a possible solution 
of the labor troubles. But good Judg- 
ment must be used in the matter. 
They should only be brought in limit- 
ed numbers at first, and every planta- 
tion which uses them should also se- 
cure the services of a white man from 
the South who 'knows and understands 
negroes, and leave their management 
largely in his bands. They are not to 
be handled as are Chinese and Jap- 
anese, and any manager who is not 
familiar with them will not be able 
to get tho-best results from them. It 
must be remembered that they are 
American citizens, and are familiar 
with the higher forma of civilization. 
It must also be remembered that as a 
class they are easily led by kind- 
hands, and they instinctively look up- 
on their employers as their friends. 
If they are met and treated fairly, and 
receive advances to enable them to 
live tin J they become self-supporting, 
they win form a valuable element of 
Ifcland labor, and will come to the 
Islands by thousands. The better ele- 
ment of them will not come at first, 
but if they find It all right here, the 
very besj cites of them will come. All 
that is then to be feared Is a stam- 
pede from the South to the Islands.

Lynchlngn of negroes for un- 
mentionable crimes have become pop- 
ular as far west as Colorado, and if 
the exodus of negroes from the South 
to, Hawaii becomes general the popu- 
larity of these bees may extend even 
to the Isles of the Pacific. This Island 
needs, laborers in order that the lead- 
ing industry may continue, but it 
should not be maintained at the ex- 
pense of others. It must never be 
said that children are not safe In go- 
ing from their homes to school, and 
yet it Is probable this condition of af- 
fairs will exist when 10,000 Southern 
negroes are landed on Hawaiian soil.

Supreme Court Acts in 


Three Cases. 


D, L Akwaj Wins His Suit-Estate 


of Jeseph Uzarus-Willard 


Matter, 


.Three Supreme Court decisions were 
rendered yesterday. The first was in the 
matter of the appeal of J. A. McCandless. 
Superintendent of Public Works, from a 
decision in the Circuit Court 
D. L. Akwal, the plaintiff, had applied 


to MCCandless for a .permit to build, and 
bad been refused, -under authority of a 
resolution passed by. the Board of Health 
to the effect that no permits to build 
should be Issued to erect buildings with- 
it a specified area; bounded by Beretania. 
Nuuanu, Kukui and River streets,. Abe-- 
cause of its insanitary condition, low. aK 
tltudft-and bad drainage. The plaintiff 
petitioned for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the Superintendent to Issue the 
desired permit, under certain sections of 
the Penal taws, which had been fully 
complied with. 
• •

The Circuit Court held that the Board 


of Health had no "Jurisdiction to the mat- 
ter, aid that while it: had a wide power* 
for the protection oT the public health it 
could not.interfereWia: the granting of 
permits to bufl* BO long as the require- 
ments of the law on the subject were 
complied with,: and this had been done. 
The sections in. auesflon seek only to 
guard against danger^bjj flre and the 
danger from bad bunathg, etc. The plans 
and specifications had' 'been 
submitted 


and were entirely satisfactory. 


On appeal tlte Supreme Court affirmed 


the1 decision Justice Frear in nls opinion 
stated that the Board of .Health had 
gone entirely beyond Its proper scope, and 
pointed out that there might be many 
good reasons for obtaining a permit upon 
certain premises even though in an In- 
sanitary condition, without any* intention 
of doing anything prejudicial to the pub- 
lic health or safety. It also stated that 
the Board of Health "could no more pro- 
hlbit the granting of a building permit 
than it could prohibit the execution of a 
lease of the premises or th^ execution of 
a contract to erect a building thereon.". 


The decision of the Circuit Court, sit- 
ting in probate, in the matter of the es- 
tate of Joseph Lazarus, Was affirmed by 
the Supreme Court, Justice J. Perry giv- 
ing the Opinion. The executor of the will 
appeals from the lower court's decision, 
which charges him with the sum of 1340, 
and further with US*, as interest unac- 
counted for. and with $100 master's fee. 
It seems that In the original inventory 
the executor charged himself with, J340, 
which be does not afterwards account 
for. His defense, la that it was,a false 
entry, having been made by him upon the 
mformattbh of the son e* the deceased.

Newcomb has practiced the architectural profession for over thirty years. His 


father Was a noted architect In Boston. At the age of twenty-one Mr. New- 
comb was made a member of the firm under the name of L. Newoomb A Son.. 
During tie time of this partnership he designed the Boston & Lowell Railroad 
Station, now a part of the Northern Union Station of Boston; the Memorial Hall 
at Bowdoln College; the first modern Dormitory at Tuffs College; Felton Hall, 
the first modern Dormitory at Cambridge, built for Christine Nllsson; the .First 
Baptist Church at Portland, Maine, and many" stores, .warehouses,, and banking 
buildings In Portland, after the great fra. 
In 1872 Mr Newcomb travelled and st died one year In Europe, returning soon 


after the ereat fire In Boston, and continued his work with his father. Five 
years later he went to Europe, vising nearly every cathedral town In England 
and travelling extensively in Western Europe. His finest residences are In But- 
falo and St Louis being acknowledged b the foremost architects of the country 
aa works of art. He bhllt the First Baptist Church In Haverhill, Mass., one of 
the largest churches in the States; the First Universalls* Church In Boston, nu- 
merous chapels, some as far west as Dakota; the Sanitarium at Andover, Mass., 
and the Hotel Bristol, being the first apartment hotel In which all rooms ana 
baths had direct light.

HONOLULU IRON WORKS MOVED. 


• 
By the end of next week there will be no Honolulu Iron Works in Honolulu. 


The big engines and all, the other machinery have been taken to Kakaako, 
and 


nothing but the office and store department will remain when ,the few scraps 
that are yet to be moved have been carted away. The giant engines used In the 
manufacture of sugar mills, the boiler shop, 
pattern 
maker's 
establishment, 


smitbery, machine shop and other sections of the works are already being set 
up in the new location and workmen are now engaged In removing the heavy 
foundations of lifts and other machinery. 
. 
These foundations were put In many years ago, but they are still firm and 


solid, and blasting Is required to move some of them. All day yesterday 
the 


sound of the blasts could be heard, and in the shaft-casting department many , 
heavy powder blasts had to be used before the steel works could be loosened from 
the underpinning. 
• 
The new Kakaako works combine the most extensive enterprise in this line 


ever attempted in the Islands. The facilities there are greatly Increased over 
those of the old works, and the new works will now be able to avoid any over- 
crowding unless It be from lack of mechanics. This is not a probable trouble, 
however, and more extensive projects than ever before can be handled •with ease. 
It was for a time la contemplation to bav« a marine railway, and to Undertake 
the repairing of vessels, and even the building of ships in dry docks. This idea, 
however, has been laid on' the table, at present, pending the Government's de- 
cision upon the plan, of enlarging the harbor. 
The offices and store room of the woiks will remain somewhere in the busi- 
ness portion "of Honolulu, though they.may be moved from the present location 
at Queen and Nuuanu streets.; The, wor sr have been in the old location, for over 
fifty years, since the Industry was first e tablished here. 


TO BtJTLD A CREMATORY. 


Advertisements for tenders for the construction of the foundation of the gar- 
bage- cremator? have been published and it now looks aa if the crematory would 
be built It,is .necessary that all bids be hi by 12 o'clock noon of the 23d of this 
month. Complete plans of the foundation, giving dimensions, may be viewed in 
the office of "W. E. Rowell, Assistant Superintendent of Public Works. 
It is the Intention to locate the new crematory on the low plain.-between the 


kerosene oil -warehouse and the rifle range in Kakaako, a few hundred yards 
makal of the rubbish dumping ground. The rapid growth of the City makes It 
necessary to qrect an Jmmlnse furnace capable of handling all of the rubbish col- 
lecting in a town of -much larger population than Honolulu. It was formerly In- 
tended to have the crematory on South street near Queen, but property owners 
in that vicinity complained that It would be detrimental to their property In- 
terests, jo the idea was abandoned. For years past garbage has been dumped on 
a'vacant lot beyond Laniwal street in Kewalo and consumed In great open fires. 


The -practice of picking over the pile of refuse matter by children and «ven 
adults was dangerous on account of the liability of contracting contagious dis- 
eases. Soon after the plague outbreak a year ago the Board of Health demand- 
ed that a suitable crematory be constructed. Alexander Young, then Minister of 
the Interior, succeeded in getting the item through the Council of State. Thp 
machinery was obtained and then a serious delay was necessary, due to the f oai- 
pulsory change of site. Since that' tlma the machinery has remained In the mud 
of South and Queen streets.
